at I o'clock, Thursday,^ in the place 
the company, uses for this purpose. 


Mr. Bowser opened the meeting with 
the following remarks: 


"Heretofore I have been doing the 
'big* talk and then John Leitch would 
come in and say a little something and 
quit, 
iiow I am going to have John 
Leitch take the lead. ' You want to fine 
me .$5 every time I |ay 'Mr. Jjeitch.' 
i 
think that a man's name ought to bo 
prefaced, and since I cannot say 'Mr. 
John Leitch,' I will have to say 'Old 
John Leitch,' and so now boys I will 
turn you over to 'Old John Leitch,' who 
will now come .to the platform and have 
something to say to you." 


Mr. Leitch's Address. 


Mr. Leitch said: 
"There are a 4ialf dozen things I want 
to mention and I will take them up as 
they happen to be on this memorandum. 


'•The first is suggestion blanks. These 
will be ready shortly and will give you 
an 
opportunity 
to 
put . down 
what 
changes you think will be-beneficial to 
the business and will be referred to a 
committee composed of say two from 
the- office and three from the factory, 
who will pass upon the suggestions and, 
if accepted, make the proper awards.- 


"The next point I have up. is the 
house • of 
representatives. 
It is the 
crank notion of mine that every busi- 
ness should be run not as Russia, Eng* 
gland or Germany, or any of the coun- 
tries who have an emperoi;, king or a 
czar, run their nations, but that in bus- 
iness it should be organized along the 
lines that the United States is, that is, 
with a cabinet, a senate and a hoiise of 
representatives, 
then the people have 
something to say about the conduct of 
the Ihisiness, 
Your senate is now form- 
ing—has been in operation for three and 
possibly foiu' weeks. 
Your house lof 
representatives will be organized short- 
ly and when it gets started, will meet 
every week. 
Things come up then that 
can not come up the old way of doing 
business. 
Ideas are brought up from 
the people and do not all origiriate in 
the V private office. 
In every case the 
house of representatives is made up of 
people in whom you have faith, and is 
a man who is on the square, clean cut, 
would not do a crooked thing, is bright 
and wide awake, and who knows what 
is going on. 
Your house of represen- 
tatives when it gets together will dis- 
cuss any matters of wages, houjs, what 
time you want to start in the morning 
or quit at noon, etc., and all matters 
connected with the business. 


Boys Are Thinking. 


"It is profitable for any institution to 
let its men discuss things, because every 
man has a set of brains in his head 
and brain work 
valuable work. 
You 
boys while you are on the job are think- 
ing of the work that is being done—how 
it can be improved—and those brains 
are worth money to any institiition, and 
it will help fo bring you in a better posi- 
tion for yourself. 


"When the house is organized, the 
house and the senate pass upon what 
they believe to be good for the business, 
and that bill, so to speak, goes to the 
cabinet and the cabinet says: 
'Those 
boys have talked that ovfrr in fine shape, 
they have proven the case, I' wcfnder 
why we never thought of that, and they 
0 
K. it.' 
A change has been brought 
about for the^ betterment of the busi- 
ness. 
Never Before have you had an 
opportunity like that. 


"Now I Avant to touch on somethintf 
else—a big thing. 
Wo told yoxi about 
dividends. 
Heretofore 
dividends have 
been on an arbitrary basis^ but there 
has been a spirit of helpfulness and co- 
operation around the place that could 
be felt, and so the company, as they 
told you the last time we met, your 
February dividends would not be less 
than 6 per cent. 
They are going to 
make good on that and 6 per cent, divi- 
dends will be paid to. each man for 
whatever monev he drew during 
the 
month of February. 


The March Dividends. 


"Your March dividends are going to 
be figured on what has been actually 
done. 
We will .have the figures down 
so that we will know exactly what has 
been done. I do not know what is going 
to happen, but I do, know that twenty- 
three days are gone—the record for this 
t\<enty-three days is made. 
The mis- 
takes made are going to make the divi- 
dends less, but the good work during 
that time is going to make it more. 
How much good work., there was, how 
much poqr work tliere was, I do not 
know. 
Maybf your dividends will show 
3 per cent..'^perhaps only I per cent., or 
possibly 7 per cent. 
All I know is this, 
that 'today is yours and tomorrow is not 
yet gone. ' 


"I said some months ago, .do not 
speed up. 
I meant just exactly that. 
Do not speed up with your hands. 
It 
makes too many mistakes, but let your 
brain work first, for it you want to 
niake money you have got to do it with 
your brains. You do^not have to speed 


up with your hands. 
If you think a 
little quicker, if you 
think a little 
stronger, if you,,thihk a little^ better, 
you are-a better man. 
Good straight 
thinking in whatever 
work yoir do, 
whether with your hands, your feet or 
-the rest of your body, if it is guided by 
your thinking, will make larger produc- 
tions. I have heard of one or two men 
who have quoted my statement of not 
speeding up as a reason for not getting 
out woi'k expected, making it an excuse 
for loafing on the job. I do. not believe 
in the speeding up/ but in clear think- 
ing and the application of that thinking 
to better ^ork, hut nothing I have said 
should be understood that I do not 
stand for an honest'^^ay's work. In fact 
that is Avhat every h6nest man will do.' 
By Way of Closing. 


Mr. Leitch then brought out the ex- 
pense of the company and the lowering 
of 
eff'icicncy by 
men 
leaving, 
bore 
strongly upon the question of mutual 
helpfulness and illustrated his points 
by the story of Naaman being sent by 
the prophet to bathe in the River Jor- 
dan as illustrating complete absorption 
in the little every day things of life, 
closing his talk as follows: 


"If you want to be a man—if you 
want to be a real woman—if you want 
to be someone worth while—take every- 
thing there is in you and pour it into 
what you have to do during the day. 
It 
makes no diff'erence whether it is mak- 
ing something of steel, iron or restor- 
ing life in hiiman flesh, .whether saying 
a helpful word to your brother, or what- 
ever it may be, get the habit of throw- 
ing youf soul into your work. 
Why?— 
for the sake of- the other fellow or for 
the sake of the job? No—that you may 
become a full, rounded-out -man." 


Mr. Bowser Again. 


After^Ir- Leitch-made his speech, ^Mr. 
Bowser made the following points: 


'(Now as you know the senate of our 
new organization, as s\iggested by John 
Leitch, has been fully organized 
and 
ready to go ahead, and now the con- 
gress of this organization 
is 
to 
be 
formed, and when you get it into work- 
ing order, we will_then be in full work- 
ing order throughout, at which time you 
will then have your regular meetings, 
as you may eleqt, and at these meet- 
ings as- you know, it will be the priv- 
ilege of any employe of 
the 
Bowser 
company, from the humblest 
employe 
to the factory manager to submit any 
request, or make any suggestion that ho 
thuiks proper, and the same will have 
the heartiest possible consideration. 


"At. the Lyon meetings we sang a 
very popular hymri'. one line of which 
is: "I Am Included," and this is what I 
want every workman at S. F. Bowser 
& Company to say—"I am included in 
the management of afi'airs of. this fac- 
tory—I am included in more pay every 
day.' 
This listens mighty good to me, 
and I am sure it does to you. 


"As I have previously told you, wo 
always have had the disposition to do 
things along these lines, but we never 
knew how to get 
at 
it until 
John 
Leitch came along and gave us a start 
in this direction. And now that we are 
on to this plan, we are thinking and 
planning ourselves, for the best possible 
things for the employes of this institu- 
tion. 


Sees More Possibilities. 


"I now see a $I.O(K) insurance policy 
for each employe, and I see an old age 
pension fund for each employe. 
I am 
sure that these are possibilities and can 
be worked out in a most satisfactory 
manner when the proper time comes. 
These, and many other needy and help- 
ful things can be done in a groat organ- 
ization liRe tiiis. 
I think that our or- 
ganization can get a hold of a. system, 
by which these better things can be put 
in motion. 
At least, we can make a 
very good start at it. and if any of oiir 
good friends have any suggestions to 
make, we will be most happy to give 
them due consideration, just as we do 
all suggestions made by our euiployes or 
anybody else in carrying on our busi- 
ness, and that is why we are now try- 
ing out tlie John Leitch plan. 
It was 
suggested to us that he had a splendid 
plan for employer and employe, and we 
gave it due consideration and thought 
well of it, and wo are right now in the 
midst of this great plan, working it 
out to^the J^ull, and ip some cases ex- 
ceeded his plan, notwithstanding 
the 
fact that this plan of John Leitch's 
has started something. 
It has started 
something big for our wliole organiza- 
tion, and it is costing a big pile of 
money to get it in swing. You will im- 
derstand this, and 3'ou will understand 
why we have been so long getting at a 
basis upon which we can make a fair 
and just dividend each month, when I 
tell you tliat Ave find there are over 
18,000 diffei^nt kinds of pieces that we 
are using in our Avork eVery day, and 
to get all of these pieces figured out on 
the 'dead square.' so that they Avill 
check up, and tall.y up Avith the Avork 
and expense required in producing them, 
has certainly been a gigantic job, and 
I am glad to tell you that the job has 
been mastered, in a most satisfactory 
manner, and 
Avhen ycii boys 
get 
a 
little farther along AVC Avill be glad to 


have you select a committee of your 
best men and have them investiifate 
this matter to your heart's content, "and 
in so doing Aiwe will furnish your com- 
- mittee every possibly assistance 
that 
they inay require. 


Everything on "Dead Square." 


"We Avant eve^-ything on the 'dead 
square,' open and above board, and I 
am sure that this is the heartfelt/wish 
of every one of our employes. 
And to 
bring this conditio|i about, in this great 
suggestion of Johii Leitch's, it has cost 
us a large sum of money and a great 
amount of time and energy, as you may 
imagine. But it is all done and Ave are 
ready for business along this line, and 
your dividend for March Avill be de- 
clared upon the figures that Ave find on 
our books, and here's hoping that the 
dividend f9r March Avill be a big fat one. 


"Noav as to our city, and your oAvn 
-present comfortable condition, I Avant 
to say a feAv Avorda to you. 
Here is 
something I am sure Avill greatly inter- 
est you. 
I am told upon reliable au- 
thority that this county in^ Avhich Ave 
live, Ashich is Allen county, is said to be

in 
the 
United States. 
I am sure that this is 
news to the most of you, and I am sure 
that it is good news to all of us. 


"Now there is anotlier fine thing to 
know, and that is—Ave hear a good 
deal about the .'City of Homes.'

is a fortified town and is full of fac- 
tories, which wtiuld bo tempting in case 
of a naval blockade. 
The sobor-minded 
men of Greece, therefore, could entor^ 
tain little doubt of the 
powerlessnesa 
of their country in the presence of the 
combined 
fleets. 


But all the people of Greece are not 
sober-minded. 
There is a nois.v section, 
liable to be carried awa.y bv an ontlnis- 
iasm based on their belief in the in- 
vincibility of a race which has such a 
glorious traditions. 


Russa and l.ngland, with no personal 
ill-fooling toward the Greek royal fam- 
il.T', would not be likely to intorfere Avith 
the will of the Greek nation if they de- 
termined to get rid of Constantino be- 
cause of his adhesion to the party of 
his brother-in-law, the kaiser.

£1 Paso Something Like an 
American Verdun 
Just Now.

El Paso, Texas, March 24.—B1 Paso 
is a fortress—an American Verdun! 


But El Paso doesn't know it. 
In the foothills of the Mueles moun- 
tains and the Franklin ranfte, only 
- 
few hundred feet from some of thb out- 
lying bungalows that clamber 
up 
the 
sides of the steep adobe hills, American 
field pieces are mounted behind 
rocks 
and in arr03'0'S. ready to sweep the bor- 
der with their rain of steel if any hos- 
tile move should be made from 3\Iexic</. 


Along^ the Piio Grande batteries 
of 
machine guns, firing 600 shots a min- 
ute, point muzzles toward Juarez and 
spots along the river, from which bandit 
raids might originate. 


1 joined a group of soldiers appar- 
ently idling a few yards from one of the 
four-cornered croncrete spires that mark 
the international 
boundary. 


Through field glasses we looked over 
into Mexico. 
I climbed on a six-tiered 
pile of baled straw, to see better. 
My 
foot slipped. 
A soldier caught me. 


•'You pretty n§ar stepped on the bat- 
tery," he said. 
"This straAv ain't piled 
very solid." 


"Whaddayamean, battery?" I asked. 
"There are six machine guns under 
these bales," he replied. 


He winked. 
"If you want to see something pretty, 
come down here after dark—with your 
auto." 


So after night fell I started 
down 
through the Mexican

Imagine a folding fan, such as your 
wife carries to a dance.

And 
with 
80 or 
90 of 
these guns 
strung along in a line, you can see what 
chance any body of men have of ap- 
proaching El Paso through this fire. 


The gun starts at the left and moves 
to the right; then it i.<» operated on a 
little higher angle, back to the 
left: 
then raised a little higher and 
turned 
back toward the right. 


"And take it from me," said the chap 
who caught me on the straw pile, "there 
won't be any trouble getting these guns 
to work, as there was at Columbus 1"

age battery as an au.xiliary source 
of 
power to operate their emergency lights. 
' The auxiliary power furnished for the 
wireless telegraph is thus made to serve 
for emergency lighting. 


In 
order 
that 
the 
storage 
battery 
shall 
be properly 
charged, a 
chargmg 
panel 
board 
has 
been 
designed 
by 
Radio Inspector R. Y. Cadmus, of 
the 
bureau 
of 
nfivigation, 
department 
ot 
commerce, 
which 
apparently 
meets 
these 
requirements. 
The 
board 
is 
so 
equipped as to disconnect automatically 
the charging circuit when the 
battery 
has 
been 
charged. 
Should 
the 
lights 
bo used for purposes other than emer- 
gency, the Sangamometer 
(tlie 
instru- 
ment used to show the amount of cui- 
rent put in or taken out of a storage 
battery) 
can be so set as to cut 
out 
these lights when the discharge reaciiei

the largest purse ever offered for a con- 
test of this scheduled duratioh.

Tex Riokard. the promoter of the match. 
Of this sum the title holder will, draw 
down 
$47,500 and 
his opponent 
$23,750. 
Notwithstanding 
the size of the 
purse, 
Rickard will clear a handsome profit on 
the venture since every seat in the Madi- 
son Square gr.rden has been sold and the 
receipts are estimated at moi-e than $140,- 
000. 


.•Mthough Vv'illard is a top-heavy favor- 
ite, interest in the outcome -of the bout 
is intense, and the greatest gathering of 
fight 
fans tiiat ever thronged 
into and 
about the garden isfc. expected at that his- 
toric show hall this evening when 
the 
principals enter the ring. 
Few large bets 
have been placed on the contest owing to 
the difference in the odds and acknowl- 
edged physical advantages possessed 
by 
Willard over Moran. 
Hundreds of small

uses almost continually, 
and 
owing to his 
long 
reach 
and 
great 
strength the ptinches carry terrific power 
when Willard puts full force into them.

his camp followers assert 
that the Pittsburg heavyweight will win 
from Willard in decisive fashion on points

blows. 
It is pointed out that the con- 
querer of

be little shorr of a ring miracle for Moran 
to stretch the champion on the floor for 
the count. 


In boxing ablity the two pugilists are 
conceded to be about equal but beyond 
that point Willai-d has a marked advan- 
tage over Moran in almost every depart- 
ment of glove fighting as well as In physi- 
cal makeup. 
He will outweigh :Moran by 
close to fifty pounds, stand between five 
and six inches above the Pittsburg .slug- 
ger. and have a l<uiger reach 
of 
more 
than six inches than Moran. 
Both are 
extremely powerful hitters in proportion 
to their size, but here again 
Willard's 
greater physique and strength give him a 
wide margin over Moran. 
The latter is 
the more ag.arre-ssive boxer of the two but 
the champion's towering height and abil- 
ity to block with his long a n u s militate 
against the chances of the smaller puglist 
Sanding a knockout blow to the head. The 
task of reaching Willard's body is not no 
difficult hut in all his bouts to date the 
Kansan has shown ability to take very 
hard blows in 
his 
midsection 
without 
slowing up. 
Prom .a defensive standpoint 
Willard is consdored to be one of the best 
equpped boxers of his division in many 
'years. 


He 
is equally 
formidable 
offensively 
when arousefl, but. a.s a rule, lacks the 
aggressiveness necessary to win from an 
opponent of Moran's calibre in ten rounds 
CT less. 
His best blows are a short left 


his speed rapidly, and while it is d<mbt- 
ful if he is in the same magnificent shape 
that he was when he met Johnson at H a - 
vana. he should be able to box the full ten 
rounds at top speed if necessarj". 


Whatever the outcome of the battle the 
two heavyweights will be well repaid for 
their training and struggle in the- ring. If 
the 
contest goes the 
full distance 
the 
principals will receive $7,125 per round, 
or at the rate of $2,375 per mintite. 
Of 
this sum Willard's share will be $1,553.33 
and Moran's 
$791.66 per 
minute. 
The 
purse of $71,250 is the largest ever offered 
for a ring battle of any distance, with the 
exception of the $121,000 given to .Johnson 
and Jeffries by Rickard in their fight at 
Reno. Nev., in 1910. 
The purse is larger 
than the gate receipts taken in at 
any 
fight ever held» in New York state under 
the Horton law or the present Frawley 
regulations. 
But two fights, the Johnsoii- 
Jeffries and Johnson-Burns battle in" A'us- 
tralla brought receipts in excess of $71,- 
250. 


The difficult task of refereeing the bout 
has been placed in the hands of the vet-' 
erau Charley White, an experienced box- 
ing arbiter. ?nd he has stated that he will 
Insist upon the principals boxing in strict 
accordance with the rules. Because of hi» 
past experience as third man in the ring 
at 
a 
number of 
championship, battles. 
White slio'uln be able to decide upon all 
technical point.s which may arise. 
Con- 
siderable responsibility will rest upon his 
shoulders as Willard might lose his title 
in several ways, notwithstanding that the 
contest is billed as a ten-round 
no-do- 
cision bout. 
Moran 
would 
become the 
heavyweight title holder should he knock 
out Willard or in case the latter was to 
foul Moran during tlie struggle. 
Whita 
is also empo%vered to stop the 
fight 
in 
case either one of the men is incapaci- 
tated for any reason and unable to con- 
tinue. 
Such a decision would automatic- 
ally make the other principal a winnpr 
and technically the holder of the title.

How many lives have been sacrificed in that 
beautiful little section of the world is not yet 
known, but the number is ai)pailing, and it wilt 
lie more so before the end. 
For both sides ar® 
"watching this little spot and guarding 
what 
they hold with jealous care. 
Victory for the 
Germans would mean a few mor» miles of cov- 
eted coast line, while for the allies It woul& 
incan the first step toward <iriving the Ger- 
mans

their own borders.

there will be no victory for either in that sec- 
tiou.

ALONIKI—Many 
thrilling^ 
stories 
of the heroism of Serbian 
women 
in the war have reached here with 
the arrival of refugees who escaped 
from 
that hapless country 
betöre 
the terrific drive of its enemies, a 
drive which depleted the country of 
Its own army and the small force 
Bent there by the allies too 
late 
to^be of any use. 


In the heart of the Serb is implanted a deep 
love'for his country, a patriotism which sur- 
vived through the hundreds of years of Turkish 
tyranny and which, in the century of its free- 
dom, has biirned brighter than ever. 
Nowhere 
Is this loye of country stronger than in the 
mountains where, high up in sheltered valleys, 
the mountaineer tends his flocks and raises his 
little crops on every ava,ilable foot of earth. 


The Serbians have been warriors for cen- 
turies, and In the wars it has been engaged in 
since it gained Its independence this 
fightl;ig 
spirit has been apparept. 
In the very shadow 
of the frown of Austria, that country which 
has alwayfl coveted Seibia, and with its ancient 
rt-nriiy, Turkey, on the watch to seize It, the 
Berbian has been ready always to 
fight. 
Serbia 
Is the Switzerland of the Balkans, sunpunded 
on all sides by powerful neighbors, who sought 
by diplomacy to gain its favor And who feared 
for years - to attempt to seize it by force of 
arms. 


It will bo remembered that after the itrst few 
weeks of the European war, ^when the Aus- 
trlans had bombarded Belgrade and King Peter 
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had fled with his court to Nish, In the i;it<;rior. 
the enemy 
waited 
more than a year 
before 
daring 
to 
pejietiate 
into 
the 
interior, 
into 
those r;iountain fastnesses, deemed almost im- 
pregutble. 
And It was not until there 
were 
vast irmies, with their great guns and their 
comí.aissaries complete, that the .real invasion 
of the country began. 


The world is familiar with the drives of the 
Teutonic and Bulgarian armies which 
opened 
the way for the central powers to Turkey and 
which drove the king and army from the coun- 
try, at least that part of the army which es- 
caped capture. 


But 
up there 
in 
the 
mountain, 
fastnesses 
there are still brave women who are 
tending 
the lands and the flocks and awaiting the re- 
turn of their men. 


Among 
them 
is Draga Karagjorgje, 
whoso 
family boasted that the blood of the 
Black 
Karagjorgje, a national hero, 
flowed 
In their 
veins, and that through this they were related 
distantly to King Peter, who also Is of 
the 
same blood. Draga is waiting there for Vladlko 
Strossmayer, "who was one of the last Serbian 
soldiers to leave the soil of his native country. 
Where Is he? 


Perhaps 
in some Austrian 
prison, 
perhaps 
his body lies unburied In some lonely pass of 
the Albanian 
mountains^ 
but. 
at 
any 
rate, 
Draga is awaiting him and the end of the war 
in the mountains along the Ibor River close 
to the border. 


She had saved the money for her dowry, and 
while the wedding date had not been set. It 
was known they were to be married soon. And 
then the war came and Vladlko hastened to 
Belgrade 
to help defend his fatheriasd. 
It 
was many weary months before he wasy able 
to return to his mountain home for a few days, 
and he and Draga decided it would. be better 
to wait until the war was over before they 
married. 


Her father was In the army, her two older 
sisters were married, and with a younger sister 
and her mother, Draga lived on the little f a r m 
in a peaceful valley about three miles long 
and a mile wide, surrounded on all sides by 
mountains. 
There were other farms near 'by, 
one of which belonged to Vladlko, and while 
the men wore away the women tended the land 
and the flocks,' Draga looking after her lover's 
little farm as well as her father's, 
it was halrd 
•p'orkvand weary waiting.

land was surrounded by armies which woüíd 
sweep it from one end to the other.

began their fierce drives. 


Later 
Serbian 
troops 
in 
retreat 
passed 
through 
tiio little 
valley, 
and 
each 
brought 
darker and darker tidings. 
City after city had 
fallen. 
There ^was no stopping the invader. 


It had seemed Impossible. 
It was too horri- 
ble, but almost the entire fatherland was over- 
run. 


Draga and the other women would hasten day 
after day to the northern entrance of the little 
valley, climb the heights and watch for more 
fugitives. 
The fugitives came, not In disorder 
but in orderly retreat. 


"Get what food you can and we will go with 
our men to the pass and hold the enemy back 
until they escape," she cried. 


The womerf scattered to their homes, gath- 
ered their children, the few meq who were too 
old to fight, and the old women, and sent them 
over Ito the eastern edge of the valley where. In 
a thick wood in the shadow of the clttfs, they 
could lie hidden from the enemy. 
Already had 
thoy placed supplies of food there tor them. 


On the southern side of the valley none but 
a goat could climb the heights, and there was 
no fear of the enemy reaching them In that 
way. 


The retreating Serbians stopped a moment to 
seize what food they could from the houses they 
passed, and as they reached the southern pass 
the worten led by Draga caught Up with their 
rear guard. 


"We will stop them," cried Draga to the sol- 
diers, and she pointed to the heights. 


Vladiko caught her in his a r m s and kissed 
her again and the soldiers cheered the brave 
women.

More than once In the previous wars when ' 
some neighbor had Invaded their soll^jthe Ser-* 
bian women had defended the narrow mountain 
passes and held armies in check, by rolling 
huge stones down on them. 
The Turks knew 
these Serbian women through centuries of war- 
fare 
and 
they 
feared 
tÂem. 
"Devils," 
the 
Turks called them. 


The women hurried with the soldiers through 
the entrance of the pass where it was narrow- 
est. 
A half mile fiirther It widened and there 
were occasional easy slopes where one could 
gain the summit. 
Here Draga and her band of 
fourteen 
other 
women, 
strong, 
sturdy 
wl^es 
and daughters of thé mountaineers, left thé^ sol'* 
diers ' and mounted to the oUff» 'above. 
The 
soldiers,gave a parting cheer. 
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Once on the heights Draga and two of the

made their way to à point whcre'they 
could watch

When they reached th|(| ppint, all was.fiulèt In 
the valley.^.. Weeks before they had hidden inost 
of their household goods In the caves over^ in 
the eastern cliffs, and by now their ^oat heras 
were hidden in o^h^r mounti^n faatn(p,^ses. 


It was but a few minutes, however, ibefpre 
a dozen Austrian soldiers oh horseback made 
their appearance at the upper end of the val- 
ley, three miles Away. 
Swiftly they rode up to 
the 
first 
fannhouse, Drama's hbriie, Wheri à 
couple of them dismounted ànd went Inside.^ In 
a few minutes the house burst Into flames. 


Draga looked on with imnioblle face and with 
clenched hands. 
Then to the next houïe thijii 
soldierâ' went, where the same operation was 
gone through with. 
In a few minutes, every 
house In the valley was b l u i n g , ànd In the 
meantime 
other soldiers ^ n ' ÎToot entered 
the 
valley and began the march toward the soutb- 
ern pass. 


There were perhaps 800 or 400 of the Aus- 
trlans, about twice the number of thè force 
they were pursuing, but the invaders w^re well

compelling thé Serbians to retire. 
The main 
army of the|defender«! 
Çéen scattered vin 
the separate drives of thV^^^K*^'^"' and Teu- 
tons, and these smàlì banda, sometimes a m^re 
handful of soldiers, Sòmétimés the 
remnants 
of a regiment, were retreatin» toward the Al- 
banian mountains and toward' Salonlkl. 


A few companies were bfing sent through 
the mountainous regions by the» Invaders 
to 
clear the fastnesses of what troops might take 
refUS« there, but the Invaders wi^rè havini a 
hard time, a constant guerrilla warfare being 
kept up oh them, while they had dUftculty trav- 
eling over the narrow mountainous ròadi. H i t s 
was the condition In ths presene» Instance. 


The Austrlans for two days had followed the 
little band of Berbian fugitives In ths ho^s ot 
cutting them oft somewhere In the mountains. 
The fugitives had but llttls ammunition left 
and they did not car« to atop And give battle. 
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at the flrft Ijile pf bowld^rf- Briefly she directed 
on« oi, jthe others to take her station on the 
cliff overii^pkihg ^hç yàtley, and act às a look- 
out. 
Then cautioning thé others not to show 
themselves unless it wi^s heççstsary, she lay 
down and leaned over tiiç eliti. 
Her station 
wai( on i h e heights above the ppln^ where the 
pass straightened out Just back of the entrance. 
An àrmy could be held in check here and Draga 
knew It. 
, ' • 


Siiddftnly a horseman appeared around the 
«orner of the pass éar below and Draga gently 
pushed over the edge of the cliff a' huge bowlder, 
li was timed too quickly, for It fell sheer, then

to port for repairs. On his way he fclK 
in with a squadron of four British 
frigates on January 15, 1815.

While awaiting the promised visit of Om-prnor Ralston to Fort 


Wayne to look into the local proposal for the erection of an armory 
for the Indiana national guard with tho $20,000 aid voted by the last 
legislature, a friend of The Sentinel comes forward with 'a siiRgcs- 
tion that seems highly pertinent to the case. He calls attention to the 
fact thai the sum appropriated by the state is wholly inadequate for 
the purpose of building an armory of sufficient size for Indianapolis, 
where it is necessary to house some seven or eight national guard or- 
ganizations. In Fort Wayne, however, the state's fund supplemented 
by the $30,000 which this city has volunteered to raise for the pi]r- 
posc would be ample to meet all the national guard needs here. 
Since Fort Wayne, too, has made her proposition definitely, there is 
abundant warrant for urgipg its acceptance. Let Fort Waync be 
given the state's $20.000, The Sentinel's correspondent suggests, and 
then let the nest legislature be asked to make a larger appropriation 
to aid in the erection at Indianapolis of a building commensurate with 
the size of that city and the. demands which would necessarily be 
made upon it there. The time is brief, as under the terms of the grant 
the state's offer will lapse on October 30. The Sentinel commends 
the-suggestion of its correspondent as well worth clue consideration.

staj/j is, after all, going to mean very much more than a mere tran- 
jjtfory spectacle that shall entertain/its thousands for the moment. It

operation around the place that could 
be felt, and so the company, as they 
told you the last time we met, your 
February dividends would not be less 
than 6 per cent. 
They are going to 


mnke good on that and 6 per cent, divi- 
dends will be paid to each man for 
whatever money he drew during the 
month of February. 


The March Dividends. 


• "Your March dividends nre going to 


bc figured on whnt has been actually 
done. 
We will have the figures down 


so that we will know exactly whnt has 
been done. I do not know what is going 
to happen, but I do know that tvrenty- 
thrco days arc 'gone—the record for this 
twenty-three days is made. 
The mis- 


takes made arc going to make the divi- 
dends less, but the good work during 
that time is going to mnlcc it more! 
How much cood work there wns, how 
puich poor work there was, I do not 
know. Maybe your dividends will show 
.'! per cent., perhaps only 1 per cent or 
possibly 7 per cent. 
.All I know is this, 


tliat today is yours and tomorrow is not 
yet gone. 


"I said some months ago, do" not 


speed up. 
I meant .just exactly -that. 


Do not speed up with your hands. It 
ranltes too many mistakes, but let your 
brain work,first,, for it you want to 
iriakc money you have got to do it with 
your brains. You do not have to speed 


up with your hands. If you thick a 
little quicker, if you think a little 
stronger, if you thiak a little better, 
you are a better man. (icod straight 
thinking in whatever 
work you 'do, 


whether with your hands, your feet or 
the rest of your body, if it "is guided by 
your thinking, will make larger produc- 
tions. 1 have heard of one or two men 
who have quoted my statement of not 
speeding up as a reason for not getting 
out work expected, making it an excuse 
for loatin" on the job. 1 do not believe 
in the speeding up. but in clear think- 
ing and the application of that thinking 
to better work, but nothing 1 have said 
should ,be 'understood that I do uot 
stand for an honest day's work. In fact 
that is what every honest man will do.' 


By Way of Closing. 


Mr. I.eitch then brought out the ex- 


pense of the company and the lowering 
of 
efficiency 
by 
men 
leaving, 
bore 


strongly upon the question of mutual 
helpfulness and illustrated his points 
by the story of Xaaman bein;: sent by 
the prophet to bathe in the liivcr Jor- 
dan as illustrating complete absorption 
in the little every day things of life, 
closing his talk as follows: 


"If you want to be n man—if'you 


want to be a real woman—if you want 
to be someone worth while—take every- 
thing there is in you and pour it into 
what you have to do during the day. It 
makes no difference whether* it is 'mak- 
ing something of steel, iron or restor- 
ing life in human tlesh, whether saying 
a helpful word to your brother, or what- 
ever it may be, get the habit of throw- 
ing your soul into your work.

"As I have previously told you, wo 


always have had the disposition to do 
things along these lines, but we never 
knew how to get at it until 
John 


Leitch came along and gave us a start 
in this direction. And now that \vp are 
on to this plan, we arc thinking and 
planning ourselves, for the best possiblo 
things for the employes of this institu- 
tion.

park, but these pictures give some idea 
. of what they will be like. 


In picture No. 1, th'e upper one, tha 


island is seen as it appears from the' 
.-cscrvoir .bank, along which the seats 
will be built. The stage is seen in the 
middle, with a few dressing tents and 
property shacks in the 
rear. 
Then, 


looking east, and across the island, can 
be seen tho temporary foot bridge for 
members of the cast and chorus. This 
bridge will extend from the island to 
the Clinton street side of the lake, 
touching tho mainland bluffs at a point 
nearly 
opposite 
the 
end 
of 
Tabcr 


street. 


•In the lower left-hand side is tho 


island as it appears from the south, 
No- 2 indicating a portion of the pro- 
posed bridge and No. 3, the stage. No 
4, in the lower right hand corner, wai 
photographed from practically the same 


spot, and gives some-idea of the man-1 
ner ia which the .seating arrangement 
will be taken care of. - 


.'A Big Undertaking. 


Tens of 'thousands of feet of lumbc,- 


•wiil.be required i in the building of tin-, 
seats-alone, anil they will extend from 
the water's edge to a, point near the 
top of the high bank. f Thousands of 
people can be accommodated on the plat- 
form and seats, as they are planned. 
Close to the water will be constructed 
the boxes, while the seats will follow 
tho natural rise of ground away up th.: 
hill. In most temporary structures of 
this nature there is danger of collapse 
.through great weight and careless build 
ing, but in this case tho ground formb.- 
tion. is such that practically no seats 


will be more than a foot off the ground. 


The channel between the island .and. 


the main land at this point is less than- 
twenty feet: so close that even with the 
great seating capacity it will be easy .to 
hear oven- to the highest .rows. 


The Sound Carries. 


The manner in which sound carries 


up the hank! is almost unbelievable, and 
it will be possible for every person in 
the stands to hear the words spoken on 
the stage. 
The day the photographs 


were taken the photographer heard dis- 
tinctly the voices of boys on the oppo 
site bank, near Tabcr street, and close 
to the end of the bridge drawn .in the 
'picture. Some-youngsters were-playing 
on the island, and as they tossed stone 
into the pond the gurgle-gurgle sounded 


distinctly each time a stone touched.the 
water. Away over on Creighton avenue 
a. little girl, not recognizable from so 
great a distance, was walking on th« 
cement stdewalk, and scraping her feet 
in a manner that would do a shoemak- 
er's heart gpod. And each scrape could 
he heard on top of the big bunker. And 
while she was passing a house a dog 
came to tho back gate and yelled some 
names at her,

Spot Is Ideal. " 


Experts who have Rone over the sit- 


uation state that probably nowhere in 
the central states is there another place 
so naturally fitted for -the holding of a 
big speetaculav •procuicliosi of this kind.

In-the heart 'of the Serb is implanted a deep 


love for his country, i patriotism which sur- 
vived through the hundreds of years of Turkish 
tyranny' ana which, in the century of its free- 
dom, has' burned brighter than ever. Nowhers 
la this,love"of country stronger than In the 
mountains where, high up in sheltered valleys, 
the mountaineer tends his flocks and raises his 
little crops on every available foot of earth. 


The Serbians have" been warriors for cen- 


turies, and in the wars it has been engaged In 
tince It gained its independence this lighting 
spirit has been apparent In the very shadow 
of the frown ot Austrf^, that country which 
has always, coveted Sei'ola, and with Its ancient 
rutim'.r, Turkey, on the watch to seize it. the 
Serbian lias been ready always to fight. Serbia 
Is the Switzerland ot tho Balkans, surrounded 
on all sides by powerful neighbors, who sought 
by diplomacy to gain its favor and who feared 
for i years to attempt to setzo it by force of 
arms. 
. It will be remembered that after the llrst fevr 
weeks of the European war, when the Aus- 
Irians had bombarded Belgrade and King Peter 


had fled with Ilia court to Nish, in the interior, 
the enemy waited more than a year beiora 
daring 'to penetrate 
Into the1' interior, into 


those fountain fastnesses, deemed almost im- 
preguible. 
And it was not until there wers 


vast irmies, with their great guns and their 
commissaries complete, that the real invasion 
of the.country began. 


The world is familiar with the drives of the 


Teutonic and Bulgarian armies which opened 
the way for the central powers to .Turkey and 
which drove the king and army from the coun- 
try, at least that part of the army which es- 
caped capture. 


But up there in the mountain fastnesses 


there are still brave women who are tending 
the -lands and the flocks and awaiting the re- ' 
turn of their men.

• Among them is 'Draga Karagjorgje, whose 
family boasted that the blood of the Black 
Karagjorgje, a national hero, flowed In their 
yeins, arid that through this they were related 
distantly to King Peter, who also Is of the 
same blood. Draga is waiting there for Vladiko 
Strossmayer, who was one of the last Serbian 
soldiers to. leave the soil of his native country 
Where is he? 
."

Perhaps in some Austrian prison, perhaps 


his body lies unburied in some lonely pass of 
the Albanian mountains; but, at any rate, 
Draga is awaiting him and tne end of the war 
in the mountains along the Ibor River close 
to the border. 


She had saved the money for her dowry, and 


while the wedding date had not been set. It 
was known they were to be married -soon. And 
then the war came -ami Vladlko hastened to 
Belgrade to help defend his fatherland. It 
was many weary months before he was'able 
to return to his mountain home for a few days 
and he anA Draga decided It would be better 
to wait until the war was over before they 
married. 


Her father was in the army, her two older 


sisters were married, and with a younger sister 
and her mother, Draga lived on the little farm 
In a peaceful valley about three miles long 
and a mile wide, surrounded on all sides by 
mountains.

Later 
Ser'nian troops in retreat passed 


through the little valley, ..and each brought 
darker and darker tidings. City after city had 
fallen. There was no stopping the invader. 


It had seemed Impossible. It was too horri- 


ble, but almost the entire fatherland wag over- 
run. 


Draga and the other women would hasten day 


after day to the northern entrance of the little 
valley,, climb the heights and watch for more 
fugitives. 
The fugitives came, not in disorder 


but in orderly retreat. 


"Get what food you can and we will go" with 


our men to the pass and hold the enemy back 
until they escape," she cried. 


The women scattered to their homes, gath- 


ered th»lr children, the few men who were too 
old to fight, and the old women, and sent them 
over to the eastern edge of the valley where. In 
a thick wood in tho shadow of the cliffs, they 
could lie hidden from the enemy. Already had 
they placed supplies of food there for them. 


On tho southern side of the valley none but 


a goat could climb the heights, and there was 
no fear of tho enemy reaching them in that 
way. 


The retreating Serbians stopped a moment to 


seize what food they could from the houses they 
passed, and as they readied the southern pass 
the women led by Draga caught up. with their 
rear guard.

More than once In the previous wars wben

Turks called them. 


The'women hurrlerl with the soldiers through 


the entrance of the pass where it was narrow- 
est A half mile further It widened and there 
wero occasional easy slopes where one could 
gain the summit. Here Draga and her band of 
fourteen other women, strong, sturdy wives 
and daughters of the mountaineers, left the sol- 
diers and mounted to -the cliffs above.

Once on the heights Drags, and two of tha 


women made their way to"a point where they 
could watch the round bowl of the valley.

In 
a few minutes the house burst Into flames. 


Draga looked on with immobile face and'with 


clenched hands. Then to tha next house the 
soldiers went, where the same operation was 
gone through with. In a .few minutes every 
house in the valley was blazing, and In the 
meantime other soldiers on foot entered the 
valley and began the march toward the eouth- 
ern pass. 


There were perhaps 800 or 400 of'the Aus- 


triang, about twice the number of the force 
they were pursuing, but the invaders we're well 
supplied with arms, ammunition and commis-
